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Introduction 


This report highlights the contributions of the BB&T Distinguished Professorship 
of Free Enterprise. The primary mission of this Professorship is one of understand¬ 
ing, exploration, and advocacy: 

To encourage the study of the contributions that free enterprise and indi¬ 
vidual freedom and responsibility provide for human flourishing through 
teaching, research, and service involving students, the university, and the 
broader community, 

A primary duty of this position is to regularly teach a course titled The Moral Foun¬ 
dations of Capitalism. Students are introduced to a wide range of readings on the 
origins of capitalism and are pushed to deepen their understanding of the role that 
commerce plays in their lives and in modern society The course involves read¬ 
ings by John Locke, Adam Smith, Frederic Bastiat, Ludwig von Mises, FA Hayek, 
Milton Friedman, and Thomas Sowell, among others. In addition, all students read 
Atlas Shrugged by Ayn Rand. 

The BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise has been held since its 
inception by Professor Bradley K. Hobbs, Ph.D. All major activities associated with 
the professorship for the 2010-2011 academic year are addressed below. Previous 
years reports are available upon request. 

Due to the staged cash flows associated with the BB&T gift, all monies for operation 
have been obtained through grants written and administered by Professor Hobbs. 
The Charles G. Koch Charitable Foundation continues to provide operational seed 
funding for the yearly activities and the local BB&T Charitable Foundation spon¬ 
sors our premier annual event - The BB&T Free Enterprise Lecture Series. 
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Student Engagement 

Involving students in the academic life of the university 
is of foundational importance. While many colleges and 
universities provide ample space in the curriculum for 
attacks on capitalism, few specifically provide courses 
which ask students to consider the other side or to even 
take a more balanced view. Through this professorship 
students are offered at least one touchstone that provides 
a logical defense of the mores, ideals, contributions and 
successes of capitalism. 

Professor Hobbs taught The Moral Foundations of Capi¬ 
talism to twenty enrolled students in the spring of 2011. 
This course specifically explores the philosophical un¬ 
derpinnings of capitalist forms of economic organiza¬ 
tion. It covers the historical foundations of these argu¬ 
ments with special emphasis on utilitarian and moral 
arguments. Cogent, philosophically-base arguments 
regarding capitalism and criticisms of those arguments 
are also covered. This course is currently the “in-major” 
capstone course for economics majors, though is open 
to all enrolled and interested students at FGCU. We en¬ 
courage all students to explore these ideas regardless of 
major or world view.

One of the events that E4L hosted was the Fair Tax Night, 
where local promoters of the Fair Tax, Ray Budd, Shawn 
Bussler, and Rob Rimes, came to the FGCU campus to speak 
to the students about what the Fair Tax is, why it would work, 
and how it is a more just, fair and enforceable tax structure 
for the US. relative to the current tax on income.

This seminar required reading classic books in the political 
philosophy called “classical liberalism'’ The required read¬ 
ings were two books written by Ludwig von Mises: The Anti- 
Capitalist Mentality and Liberalism. In the Anti-Capitalist 
Mentality Mises plainly explains the causes of the fears and 
hatred that intellectuals and others feel for capitalism and

Lawson earned his B.S. in economics from the Honors 
Tutorial College at Ohio University and M.S. and Ph-D. in 
economics from Florida State University.

The Spring Lecture is traditionally co-hosted with the regional BB&T Foundation and is held at 
the Grandezza Country Club, The BB&T Free Lecture Series provides for meaningful exchanges between national figures and 
organizations, students at FGCU and the broader southwest Florida community Due to the professorships involvement with 
the W Thomas Howard Lecture Series this academic year both of the BB&T lectures were held during the spring. 


BB&T Free Enterprise Lecture Series - Public Speaker Program

This Lecture was held in February of 2011 and the speaker was Mr. Lawrence W (Larry) Reed, 
President of the Foundation for Economic Education (FEE) in Irvington, New York (one of the 
oldest and most respected economics instituted in America and publisher of The Freeman,) 
Larry gave a phenomenal presentation to a full audience that included about 40 students. His 
subject matter was about competition, monopoly, and the Standard Oil story 




Prior to his current position with FEE, Larry served as President of the Mackinac Center for piqqq 

Public Policy for two decades. He holds a B.A. degree in Economics from Grove City College 

(1975) and an M.A. degree in History from Slippery Rock State University (1978), Reeds interests in political and economic 
afiairs have taken him as a freelance journalist to 69 countries on six continents since 1985. Among many foreign adventures, 
Reed visited the ravaged nation of Cambodia in 1989 with his late 
friend. Academy Award winner Dr. Haing S. Ngor; traveled with the 
Polish anti-communist underground for which he was arrested and 
detained by border police in 1986; spent time with the contra rebels 
during the Nicaraguan civil war; 
and lived for two weeks with the 
rebels of Mozambique at their 
bush headquarters in 1991, at the 
height of that country’s devastat¬ 
ing civil war.

Professor Benjarvin Powell 


Benjamin Powell is an Assistant Professor of Economics at Suffolk 
University, a Senior Economist with the Beacon Hill Institute, and a 
Research Fellow with The Independent Institute. He earned his B.S. 
in economics and finance from the University of Massachusetts at 
Lowell, and his M.A. and Ph.D. in economics from George Mason 
University 

Professor Powell is the Editor of Making Poor Nations Rich: Entre¬ 
preneurship and the Process of Development (Stanford University 
Press: 2008) and author of more than 30 scholarly articles and policy studies. His primary fields of research are economic 
development, Austrian economics, public choice, and housing economics. Dr. Powells research findings have been reported 
in more than 100 popular press outlets including the Wall Street Journal and the New York Times. He also writes frequently 
for the popular press. His popular writing has appeared in the Investors Business Daily, the Financial Times (London), the 
Christian Science Monitor, and many regional outlets. He has appeared on numerous regional and national radio and televi¬ 
sion shows including, CNN, MSNBC, Showtime, and National Public Radio.

We have also begun the process of working with a local start-up 
organization: The Freedom & Virtue Institute. Our goal is to assist 
this organization in reaching out to the regional community. We 
plan to form an alliance between Eagles for Liberty and the insti¬ 
tute. The Freedom & Virtue Institute is a private initiative focusing 
on effecting change in the understanding of free-market principles 
and classical liberalism among local peoples. They are particularly 
interested in working with underserved communities to promul¬ 
gate the belief that T. .human freedom and private initiative in lo¬ 
cal communities is the best way to effect positive change [based 
upon] the richness of Americas founding principles of limited 
government and individual freedom as the best principles to up¬ 
hold human dignity.” 

One of FGCUs students, David Diaz-Concepcion, is working 
along the side of Ismael Hernandez, Founder and President of 
this institute. David plans to assist Mr. Hernandez in the youth 
outreach throughout the nation, and in the plans include a trip 
to Puerto Rico, where he would help spread the word about The 
Freedom & Virtue Institute.

Professor Hobbs continues to serve on the Research Advisory 
Council at The lames Madison Institute (JMI) in Tallahassee, Flor¬ 
ida.

This organization is a major presence in the intellectual defense of freedom generally As 
they note on their web site: “These programs focus on the place individual liberty has in an intellectual heritage evident from 
ancient times and continuing through our own times. The programs are intended to enrich understanding and appreciation 
of the complex nature of a society of free and responsible individuals and to contribute to its preservation.” This generous gift 
consists of not only all of their published works but a commitment to maintain the library with all future published works. The 
current result is nearly 400 volumes in three, full bookcases situated in the Wasmer, Schroeder & Company Portfolio Trading 
Room on the first floor of Lutgert Hall. These books provide a significant presence and resource for our faculty and students. 
The Liberty Fund has agreed to continue to provide FGCU with all published books and video media for the coming year.

Association of Private Enterprise Education - 

Annual Conference 

Many of our professors are active in the Association for 
Private Enterprise Education (APEE). This is the premier 
national academic organization advocating for freedom 
within the academy. As stated on their web site, APEE .. 
[is] an association of teachers and scholars from colleges 
and universities, public policy institutes, and industry 
with a common interest in studying and supporting the 
system of private enterprise.” Our participation is in ser¬ 
vice to this organization and in full participation in their 
annual conference and publication outlet: The Journal of 
Private Enterprise. The 2011 conference was attended by 
Assistant Professor Carrie Kerekes, Associate Professor 
Dean Stansel and Professor Brad Hobbs. All three pre¬ 
sented papers in the academic sessions. 

Professor Dean Stansel had an article published in the 
Cato Journal, “Why Are Some Cities Growing While Oth¬ 
ers Are Shrinking?” (Volume 31, No. 2, Spring 2011). That 
article had previously won second prize in the 2010 Poli¬ 
cy Communicators Contest sponsored by the Charles G. 
Koch Charitable Foundation and the Association of Pri¬ 
vate Enterprise Education. Stansel also completed a policy 
study for the Reason Foundation entitled, “The Mortgage 
Interest Deduction: Who Benefits and by How Much?” 


(forthcoming Policy Brief, June 2011). He presented two 
other papers that will be submitted to journals in the near 
future: “Housing Values and Decentralization of Local 
Government in U.S. Metropolitan Areas” (with Matt Holi- 
an, San Jose State University) and “Do More Decentralized 
State Governments Provide Higher Levels of Economic 
Freedom?” (with Jason Sorens, University at Buffalo, 
SUNY). Research assistant Jeremy Hubai provided valu¬ 
able assistance with the policy study on the mortgage in¬ 
terest deduction and the working paper on housing values. 

Professor Carrie Kerekes brought her friend and co-author 
Dr. Claudia R. Williamson to the campus. Dr. Williamson 
is completing a post-doctorial appointment at New York 
University working closely with world renowned develop¬ 
ment expert - Professor William Easterly. Dr. Williamson 
was an invited guest speaker for Dr. Kerekes Economic 
Development course. She spoke to the class in April of 

2011. Her lecture was entitled “The Trouble with Aid” 
which explored competing theories regarding the effec¬ 
tiveness of foreign aid and possible alternatives to aid. 

Professor Hobbs was elected to become a Member of 
The Mont Pelerin Society in Sydney, Australia in the fall 
of 2010. This organization was founded in 1947 by FA, 
Hayek as an organization for economists, philosophers, 
historians, business leaders and other intellectuals who 
are willing to support and defend the ideals of classical 
liberalism. Founding member included FA. Hayek, Lud¬ 
wig von Mises, Karl Popper, Milton Friedman, George 
Stigler, Aaron Director and thirty others. To date, eight 
Nobel Prize Winners in Economics have been Members of 
the society The Mont Pelerin Society continues to stand as 
the most prestigious international society dedicated to the 
advancement of classical liberalism. 

Professor Hobbs also entered an essay contest sponsored 
by the S.E.VEN Fund in The Morality of Profit competi¬ 
tion that drew 2,200 essays from nearly 88 countries. His 
essay - My Fathers Drugstore - earned Second Place. 
The full essay is forthcoming in a book to be published in 

2012. An excerpt was published in The Pinnacle Magazine

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Introduction 


This report highlights the past year’s activities of the BB&T Distinguished Pro¬ 
fessorship of Free Enterprise. The primary mission of this Professorship is one 
of understanding, exploration, and advocacy: 

To encourage the study of the contributions that free enterprise and indi¬ 
vidual freedom combined with individual responsibility provide for human 
flourishing through teaching, research, and service involving students, the 
university, and the broader community. 

The first duty of this professorship is to regularly teach a course titled The Moral 
Foundations of Capitalism. Students are introduced to a wide range of read¬ 
ings on the origins of capitalism and are pushed to deepen their understanding of 
the role that commerce plays in their lives and in modern society. The course in¬ 
volves readings by John Locke, Adam Smith, Frederic Bastiat, Ludwig von Mises, 
F.A. Hayek, Milton Friedman, and Thomas Sowell, among others. In addition, all 
students read Atlas Shrugged by Ayn Rand. The second duty is to procure the 
speaker and produce each spring the BB&T Free Enterprise Speaker’s Series. 

The BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise has been held 
since its inception by Professor Bradley K. Hobbs, Ph.D. All major activities as¬ 
sociated with the professorship for the 2011-2012 academic year are addressed 
below. Previous year’s reports are available at http://faculty.fgcu.edu/bhobbs or 
upon request. 


Due to the staged cash flows associated with the BB&T gift, nearly all monies for 
operations have been obtained through grants written and administered by Profes¬ 
sor Hobbs. The Charles Koch Foundation continues to provide operational funding 
for many activities, the local BB&T Charitable Foundation sponsors our premier 
annual event, and the university pays for the speaker’s fees and travel expenses 
for the spring component of The BB&T Free Enterprise Lecture Series. We were 
also generously supported this year by the Apgar Foundation who funded much of 
the activity of Eagles for Liberty.

Student Engagement 

Involving students in the academic life of a university is of foundational importance. While 
many colleges and universities provide ample space in the curriculum for criticisms of 
capitalism, few specifically offer courses which ask students to consider the other side or 
to even take a more balanced and objective view. Through this professorship students 
are offered at least one touchstone that provides a logical defense of the mores, ideals, 
contributions, and successes of capitalism. 

In spring 2012, Professor Hobbs taught The Moral Foundations of Capitalism, a 
course that explored the philosophical underpinnings of capitalist forms of economic or¬ 
ganization. It covers the historical foundations of these arguments with special emphasis 
on utilitarian and moral arguments. Cogent, philosophically-based arguments regard¬ 
ing capitalism and criticisms of those arguments were also discussed. Twenty students 
were enrolled in this course, along with one member of the community who audited the 
course. The Moral Foundations of Capitalism is currently the capstone course for 
economics majors, although it is open to all enrolled and interested students at FGCU. 
We encourage all students to explore these ideas regardless of college major or current 
world view. The course is one of content not methodology or conformity. Students are not 
judged on ideological compliance but on the strength of cogent argument, participation 
in class discussions, writing, and mastery of course content. Their decision to embrace,

Dr. Kerekes attended the annual meetings of the Associa¬ 
tion of Private Enterprise Education (APEE) in April 2012 
and presented the paper, “Eminent Domain and Tax Rev¬ 
enue Growth" (with Prof. Dean Stansel, FGCU). In addi¬ 
tion, she was elected to the APEE Executive Committee. 
She attended the “Academic Entrepreneurship Workshop” 
(sponsored by the Institute for Humane Studies), in Chicago 
in the fall of 2011; and “Collaborating for a Free Society” 
(sponsored by the Charles Koch Foundation) in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. in February 2012. She also attended Acton Uni¬ 
versity in Grand Rapids, Michigan in June 2012. 

Dr. Kerekes has been actively involved with Eagles for Lib¬ 
erty. She acted as a chaperone and accompanied FGCU 
students to the national Students for Liberty conference in 
Washington, D.C. in February 2012; and she gave a talk 
to Eagles for Liberty on campus entitled, “Free Market En¬ 
vironmentalism.” Other speaking engagements included a 
presentation at the First Annual Winter Freedom Academy 


in Naples, Florida in February 2012. At this event. Dr. Ker¬ 
ekes discussed FGCU programs and student engagement. 
She also made a presentation to the Quail Creek Country 
Club in Naples in March 2012 on economic freedom. 


Professor Dean Stansel 

Professor Dean Stansel was one of five economists select¬ 
ed by the Economic Freedom Project to help publicize the 
findings of the Fraser Institute’s 2011 Economic Freedom 
of the World Report and the Economic Freedom of North 
America Report and the virtues of economic freedom in 
general. After a trip to Washington, D.C. for media training, 
Stansel has done radio interviews on stations all over the 
country. This activity led to a regular weekly guest appear¬ 
ance on the Bob Harden Show in Naples on Friday morn¬ 
ings. All told, Stansel did over 30 radio interviews as well as 
a local TV news broadcast interview and six interviews with 
print reporters on a variety of economic issues. His Cato 
Journal article on taxes and economic growth in metropoli¬ 
tan areas was profiled in a two-page article in the Gulf Coast 
Business Review and quoted in the Wall Street Journal, as 
well as a variety of other newspapers and blogs. Stansel’s 
Reason Foundation Policy Study on the mortgage interest 
deduction also generated substantial media attention. He 
spoke at a policy forum in Washington, D.C. that was tele¬ 
vised nationally on C-SPAN. Stansel was later quoted in a 
front page article in the Sunday San Francisco Chronicle, 
and the study and the event were discussed in a variety of 
other newspapers and blogs all over the country. He had 
two shorter articles on the same topic that appeared in the 
November issue of Reason magazine and in the Heartland- 
e/'(the Heartland Institute’s newsletter). 

Professor Stansel also had an article accepted for publica¬ 
tion in the Review of Austrian Economics on the virtues of 
competition between governments (“Competition, Knowl¬ 
edge, and Local Government”). He was involved with five 
papers presented at professional conferences, two at the 
Southern Economic Association conference in November 
2011- “Decentralization and Entrepreneurial Activity in U.S. 
Metropolitan Areas” and “Is Public Expenditure Productive? 
Evidence from the Manufacturing Sector in 45 U.S. Cities, 
1880-1920” (with Prof. Melissa Yeoh, Berry College) - and 
three at the Association of Private Enterprise Education 
conference in April 2012 - “An Economic Freedom Index 
for U.S. Metropolitan Areas,” “Measuring Industrial Diversity 
in U.S. Metropolitan Areas,” and “Eminent Domain and Tax 
Revenue Growth” (with Prof. Carrie Kerekes, FGCU). Stan-

Spending, Economic Growth, 
and Budget Crises in U.S. Local 
Governments”) at the Founda¬ 
tion for Economic Education’s 
First Annual Winter Freedom 
Academy in Naples, FL in Feb¬ 
ruary 2012 and at the Omicron

Professor Nikolai G. Wenzel 

Dr. Nikolai G. Wenzel joined the faculty as visiting assistant 
professor of economics. From 2007 through 2012, Dr. Wen¬ 
zel held the Wallace and Marion Reemelin Chair in Free- 
Market Economics at Hillsdale College. 

In 2011-2012, Dr. Wenzel had three academic papers ac¬ 
cepted for publication: “Reflections on Jason Brennan’s The 
Ethics of Voting," Reason Papers] “Towards a Research 
Agenda on Constitutional Culture as a Complex Emergent 
Phenomenon," Studies in Emergent Order, and “The Cal¬ 
culus of Consent: 50th Anniversary” (with Colleen E. Haight 
and Andres MarroquinGramajo), Laissez Faire {Facultad 
de Ciencias Econdmicas, Universidad Francisco Marro- 
quin). His main areas of research are constitutional political 
economy and PPE (philosophy, politics and economics); he 
currently has a half-dozen articles under review or ready for 
submission over the summer. In addition. Dr. Wenzel is co¬ 
authoring a book on the Libertarian-Conservative debate, a 
sneak preview of which was featured on www.thepublicdis- 
course.com 

Dr. Wenzel participated in several academic conferences. 
In September 2011, he was the token libertarian on a Cla¬ 
remont Institute Panel on the question “Is a Return to the 
Constitution a Return to Libertarianism?”, at the American 
Political Science Association’s annual meeting. In Novem¬ 


ber 2011, Dr. Wenzel presented 
a paper on “The Intellectuals and 
Socialism: A Historical Study on 
Hayekian Social Change,” at the 
annual meeting of the Society 
for the Development of Austrian 
Economics. And in April 2012, Dr. 
Wenzel gave three papers at the 
annual meeting of the Association 
of Private Enterprise Education: 
“Monetary Union without Fiscal 
Union? The Case of the Euro”; 
“Socialism and the Modern Imagi¬ 
nation: A Commentary on Ayn Rand’s We The Living”] and 
“Reflections on Jason Brennan’s The Ethics of Voting.” 

Dr. Wenzel continued his term on the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the Association of Private Enterprise Education. In 
addition to attending the board meeting at the conference, 
he organized the association’s second annual undergradu¬ 
ate poster session and research competition, as well as 
convening a session “From Hillsdale to George Mason Uni¬ 
versity: The Next Generation”, featuring Hillsdale College 
graduates who are now pursuing a PhD in economics at 
George Mason University. 

Dr. Wenzel participated in two colloquia organized by Liber¬ 
ty Fund. In September 2011, he travelled to the Universidad 
Francisco Marroquin (UFM) in Guatemala City, for a collo¬ 
quium on the Panama Canal and U.S. Foreign Policy. While 
at UFM, he also led a faculty research seminar, gave a 
guest lecture for students, and participated in strategy ses¬ 
sions with university leadership. In March 2012, Dr. Wenzel 
participated in a Liberty Fund colloquium on Frederic Bas- 
tiat. In addition, he gave a guest lecture in December 2011 
at the University of Alaska-Fairbanks on the monetary and 
institutional foundations of the current economic crisis. 

In addition to academic conferences. Dr. Wenzel gave a 
number of local talks. In September 2011, he spoke to the 
campus chapter of Students for Liberty on a brief history 
of classical liberalism. In November 2011, he spoke to the 
Florida Gulf Coast Renaissance Academy’s Distinguished 
Scholars Program on “Rand and Rights: From the Nature 
of Government to Government Mischief.” In February 2012, 
Dr. Wenzel gave a similar talk for a one-day program orga¬ 
nized by the Foundation for Economic Education. And in 
April 2012, Dr. Wenzel spoke to the European- American 
Network on the future of the Euro, in the wake of the Greek 
debt restructuring.

For us to succeed we must involve our students in the national movement 
to maintain freedom with responsibility and liberty without license. 

Dr. Hobbs was invited to be the Visiting Hayek Scholar at Clemson University 
for the 2012-13 academic year. He is taking the year to work with The Clemson 
Institute for the Study of Capitalism and spend time with his two daughters - both 
of whom are engineering students at Clemson University. He will maintain his 
activities with the BB&T Professorship and Dr. Wenzel will teach the Moral Foun¬ 
dations of Capitalism in the coming year at FGCU.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report highlights the annual activities of the BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise. The primary 
mission of this Professorship is: 

To encourage the study of the contributions that free enterprise and individuai freedom combined with individuai re- 
sponsibiiity provide for human fiourishing through teaching, research, and service invoiving students, the university, 
and the broader community. 

The primary duty of this professorship is to regularly teach a course titled The Moral Foundations of Capitalism. Stu¬ 
dents are introduced to a wide range of readings on the origins of capitalism and are pushed to broaden and deepen 
their understanding of the role that commerce plays in their lives and in modern society. The course involves read¬ 
ings by Thomas Hobbes, John Locke, Adam Smith, Frederic Bastiat, Ludwig von Mises, F.A. Hayek, Milton Fried¬ 
man, and Thomas Sowell, among others. In addition, all students read Atias Shrugged by Ayn Rand. The secondary 
duty outlined in the donor agreement is to be responsible for the BB&T Free Enterprise Speaker’s Series which is 
held each spring. 

The BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise has been held since its inception by Professor Bradley 
K Hobbs, Ph.D. Major activities associated with the professorship for the past academic year are addressed in this 
report. Previous year’s reports are available at http://faculty.fgcu.edu/bhobbs or upon request. 

All monies associated with the Professorship, including the original grant establishing it, were obtained through 
grants written by Professor Hobbs. The initial grant is held by the FGCU Foundation as an endowment. The BB&T 
Free Enterprise Lecture Series spring event is funded by (1) the local BB&T Charitable Foundation which covers the 
venue, food, and drinks, and (2) the university which pays the Speaker’s Honorarium and travel expenses. A second 
fall lecture has been held each year with additional funding from the Charles G. Koch Charitable Foundation, which 
also continues to provide the operational funding for numerous other activities found in this report.

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STUDENT ENGAGEMENT 


Involving students in the academic life of a university 
is of foundational importance. While nearly all colleges 
and universities provide ample space in the curriculum 
for criticisms of capitalism, few specifically offer courses 
that ask students to consider the other side or to even 
entertain a more balanced view. Through this profes¬ 
sorship, students are offered at least one touchstone 
course that provides a reasoned defense of the contri¬ 
butions to human flourishing brought forth though free 
enterprise. 

In the spring of 2014, Professor Hobbs taught ECP 3009 
- The Moral Foundations of Capitalism. This course ex¬ 
plores capitalism as a demonstrable and positive form of 
economic organization. It covers the philosophical and 
historical foundations of capitalism; the linkages and tensions 
between political power, economic power, and individualism; 
and has a special emphasis on both moral and utilitarian de¬ 
fenses of capitalism. Readings also include popular critics of 
capitalism including Karl Marx, Frederic Engels, and George 
Bataille. The course employs the Socratic Method and requires 
over 2,400 pages of reading. 





ECP 3009 - The Moral Foundations of Capitalism currently 
serves as the capstone course for economics majors, although 
it is open to all enrolled and interested 
students at FGCU. We encourage all stu¬ 
dents to explore these ideas regardless 
of major or their current ideology. The 
course is content-based. Students are 
not judged on ideological conformity or 
compliance but on cogent argumentation, 
participation in class discussions, writing 
skills, and their mastery of course con¬ 
tent. The decision to embrace or reject 
these ideas istheir’s and their’s alone.

With the encouragement of our faculty, FGCU 
students continue to build Eagles For Liberty 
(E4L), a local chapter of Students For Liberty

DISTINGUISHED GUEST LECTURER SPEAKS TO ECONOMICS CUSS 


On April 21, LCOB’s Department of Real Estate, Economics and Finance hosted Prof. 

Robert Bish, a distinguished scholar on the economics of local government, for a guest 
lecture in Professor Stansel’s course on Urban Economics. Professor Bish’s talk sum¬ 
marized his work on local government and local governance, including private alterna¬ 
tives like homeowners’ associations. Bish is Professor Emeritus at the University of 
Victoria in Canada, where he co-founded the Local Government Institute, and has con¬ 
tinued to work and publish with the Institute since his retirement in 1998. He is currently 
Academic Chair of the Board fortheTulo Centre of Indigenous Economics, which devel¬ 
ops university courses in market-oriented economic development for Natives in Canada. 

Bish earned his Ph.D. in Economics from Indiana University in 1968 and served in de¬ 
partments or schools of economics, public affairs, public administration, and urban stud¬ 
ies at the universities of Washington, Southern California, and Maryland before joining 
the School of Public Administration at the University of Victoria in 1981. He has been 

included in Who’s Who in Economics since its very first edition, where selection for inclusion is based on the number 
of times an economist’s work is cited by other scholars in academic work. Prof Bish has consulted with numerous 
governments in both the U.S. and Canada. He is now retired and lives in Bonita Springs part-time.

Peter J. Boettke is University Professor of Economics and Philosophy 
at George Mason University and Director of the F.A. Hayek Program for 
Advanced Study in Philosophy, Politics, and Economics at the Mercatus 
Center. He received his PhD in economics from George Mason University 
in 1989. Before joining the faculty at George Mason University in 1998, 

Boettke taught at New York University. Boettke was a National Fellow at 
the Hoover Institution for War, Revolution and Peace at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity during the 1992-1993 academic years and the F. A. Hayek Fellow in 
2004 and 2006 at the London School of Economics. The author of numer¬ 
ous books and articles, he has a particular interest in the ways that in¬ 
stitutional arrangements shape entrepreneurial behavior in transitioning, 
weak, and faiied states. His publications include Why Perestroika Failed: 

The Politics and Economics of Socialist Transformation, Calculation and 
Coordination: Essays on Socialism and Transitional Political Economy, 

Challenging Institutional Analysis and Development: The Bloomington 
Schooi, Robust Political Economy for the 21st Century, and Living Eco¬ 
nomics: Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow. 

Christopher Coyne is the F.A. Harper Professor of Economics at George 
Mason University and the Associate Director of the F. A. Hayek Program 
for Advanced Study in Philosophy, Politics, and Economics at the Merca¬ 
tus Center. He is also the Co-Editor of The Review of Austrian Economics, the Co-Editor of The Independent Review 
and the Book Review Editor of Public Choice. In 2008, he was named the Hayek Visiting Fellow at the London 
School of Economics, and in 2010 he was a Visiting Scholar at the Social Philosophy & Policy Center at Bowling

Green State University. Coyne is the author of Doing Bad by Doing Good: Why 
Humanitarian Action Fails (2013, Stanford University Press), After War: The

son, 2009, Edward Elgar Publishing), and the editor (with Rachel Mathers) of 
The Handbook on the Political Economy of War (2011, Edward Elgar Publish¬ 
ing). In addition, he has authored numerous academic articles, book chapters, 
and policy studies. 

Peter T. Leeson is Professor of Economics and BB&T Professor for the Study 
of Capitalism at George Mason University and the North American Editor of 
Public Choice. He is the author of The Invisible Hook: The Hidden Economics 
of Pirates (Princeton University Press), Anarchy Unbound: Why Self-Gover¬ 
nance Works Better than You Think (Cambridge University Press), and more than 100 academic journal articles 
covering a wide range of topics in economics, politics, and law. Previously he was a Visiting Professor of Economics 
at the University of Chicago, a Visiting Fellow in Political Economy and Government at Harvard University, and the 
F.A. Hayek Fellow at the London School of Economics.

“Unmasking the Mortgage Interest Deduction: Who Benefits and by How Much? Update 2013” with Anthony Ran- 
dazzo. He and Randazzo also wrote on op-ed for Forbes magazine titled “Mortgage Interest Deduction Saves Middle 
Class Taxpayers All Of $51/Month”. In addition, Stansel served as reviewer for eight academic journal articles and 
four other articles. 

He is developing work with local and national media also serving as a weekly guest on the Bob Harden Show (inter¬ 
net radio) in Naples, FL, a bi-weekly guest on the Chuck and Colleen Show on WZNZ 1600-AM in Jacksonville, FL 
and WFOY 1240 AM in St. Augustine, FL during drive time (through Feb. 2014, when the show went off the air), and 
a monthly guest on the Joe Whitehead Show on WGUF 98.9-FM in Naples, FL on Saturday mornings. Stansel con¬ 
ducted numerous print media interviews and his research on local economic freedom was discussed in the Sunday 
edition of the Atlanta Journal-Constitution (6/2/13). 

He will do a public speaking tour to promote 
his research on economic freedom and complete two major research projects: an index of the industrial diversity of 
local economies and an updated and expanded index of economic freedom in U.S. metropolitan areas. 


PROFESSOR NIKOLAI 0. WENZEL 

Dr. Nikolai G. Wenzel completed his third year as visiting assistant professor of economics. He taught principles of 
economics classes, upper-level classes on money and capital markets, and a summer seminar on constitutional po¬ 
litical economy. In addition. Dr. Wenzel led a discussion group for five students, reading Ludwig von Mises’s Human 
Action in the spring semester, and discussing it in weekly seminars. 

Dr. Wenzel received a contract from Stanford University Press for a book on libertarianism versus conservatism, 
co-authored with a Hillsdale College political philosopher. He also had a paper on constitutional transfer accepted 
by International Advances in Economic Research, a paper on cognitive psychology and economics accepted by the 
Review of Austrian Economics (pending revisions), a book review of the Calculus of Consent in Economic Affairs, 
and a “revise and resubmit” for a paper on the European Monetary Union from the Journal of Private Enterprise. 
Last summer. Dr. Wenzel received a fellowship grant from the H.B. Earhart Foundation to study public finance and 
constitutionalism in Italy; the two papers he subsequently wrote are currently under review. He is currently finishing 
a half-dozen papers on constitutional political economy and history of economic thought. 

Over the past academic year. Dr. Wenzel presented papers at the Society for the Development of Austrian Econom¬ 
ics and the Association of Private Enterprise Education. Nationally, he served as discussion leader for a Liberty 
Fund Colloquium, and gave talks at the Free-Market Institute (Texas Tech University), the College of Charleston, the 
Bastiat Society of Charleston, the Hillsdale College PRAXIS Political Economy Club, the Hillsdale College Fairfield 
Gadfly Society, and Clemson University. In service to the local community. Dr. Wenzel gave guest lectures for the 
Foundation for Economic Education, the Florida Gulf Coast University Renaissance Academy, and the Florida Gulf 
Coast University German Club and French Club. He appeared on a local radio show and served as moderator for a 
candidate’s debate on economics in a local congressional special election. 

Dr. Wenzel is a member of the Mont Pelerin Society and the Board of Scholars of the Foundation for Economic 
Education; he recently finished a four-year term on the Executive Committee of the Association of Private Enterprise 
Education, and received the Association’s Kent-Aronoff Award for Outstanding Service, in honor of his four-year 
organization of an undergraduate research competition.

The Department of Economics and Finance has worked to build a program that is 
meaningfui in terms of a true university education. Our program strives to be rigor¬ 
ous, strong, and rewarding for students, faculty, and the broader community. Our 
programs and curricuium are designed to deveiop the inteliectuai iives of students 
and their future participation in their broader work, sociai, poiitical, and economic 
communities. 

We look forward to a bright future. FGCU opened in 1997 with 2,300 students; iast 
year we served approximateiy 14,000 students and we are expecting about 14,500 
students this coming fail. The BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise 
provides a sound platform for reaching our students and our community. The eco¬ 
nomics major was formaiiy estabiished in 2007 and as of fail 2013 we have grown 
from 1 major to 33 majors. We also had 68 “pre-majors” in their freshman and sopho¬ 
more years. In short, we are greatly exceeding expectations with respect to growth, 
but more importantly, with respect to quality. Economics majors are expected to 
develop solid writing, reading, speaking, group, and analytical skills (the entire pack¬ 
age is crucial) and labor markets recognize this. The national market provides eco¬ 
nomics and finance majors with high wage premiums - over 60% - when compared 
to high school graduates. This is at the very top of the college wage-premium scale, 
marginally below the premiums for only engineering and computer science majors. 

There is a robust body of ideas and knowledge that serve as a counter-point against 
academe’s collectivist conventional wisdom and its persistent and vigorous attacks 
on both free markets and individualism. As noted by Schumpeter, Mises, Hayek and 
Rand (among others) capitalism is constantly denigrated and attacked by academ¬ 
ics; while progressivism, socialism, and communism are upheld as the appropriate 
standard for a “just” society. We take the history and prospect of human flourishing 
through capitalism seriously. We hope that our students emerge with a better knowl¬ 
edge of “Smith-Hayekian” economics and an appreciation for the triumphs of market 
capitalism over human suffering. For us to succeed we must involve our students 
in exploring how America can maintain individual freedom with responsibility and 
individual liberty without license. 

Our goals are to send students on to the job market and graduate schools in busi¬ 
ness, economics, finance, and law. This is abetted by an emphasis on student par¬ 
ticipation in internships, life-long learning, and external educational opportunities 
(such as summer programs and seminars).

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This annual report highlights the annual activities of the BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise. The pri¬ 
mary mission of this Professorship is: 

To encourage the study of the contributions that free enterprise and individual freedom combined with individual 
responsibility provide for human flourishing through teaching^ research, and service involving students, the university, 
and the broader community. 

The primary duties of this professorship are three-fold. First, the university hosts the BB&T Free Enterprise Lecture 
Series. Second, all finance and economics majors are given a copy of Atlas Shrugged for their reading libraries. Third, 
the professor holding the professorship in the Lutgert College of Business regularly teaches a course titled The Moral 
Foundations of Capitalism. Students are introduced to a wide range of readings on the origins of capitalism and are 
pushed to broaden and deepen their understanding of the role that commerce plays in their lives and in modern soci¬ 
ety. The course involves readings by Thomas Hobbes, John Locke, Adam Smith, Frederic Bastiat, Ludwig von Mises, F.A. 
Hayek, Milton Friedman, and Thomas Sowell, among others. In addition, all students read Atlas Shrugged by Ayn Rand. 

The BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise has been held since its inception by Professor Bradley K. 
Hobbs, Ph.D. Major activities associated with the professorship for the past academic year are addressed in this report.

All monies associated with the Professorship, including the original grant establishing it, were obtained through grants 
written by Professor Hobbs. The initial grant is held by the FGCU Foundation as an endowment. The BB&T Free En¬ 
terprise Lecture Series spring event is funded by (1) the local BB&T Charitable Foundation which typically covers the 
venue,food, and drinks, and (2) the university which pays the Speaker's Honorarium and travel expenses. Asecond fall 
lecture has been held each year with additional funding from the Charles Koch Foundation, which also continues to 
provide the operational funding many of the academic and student activities found in this report 
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STUDENT ENGAGEMENT 


Involving students in the acadennic life of a university is 
of foundational innportance. While nearly all colleges 
and universities provide annple space in the curriculum 
for criticisms of capitalism, few specifically offer courses 
that ask students to consider the other side, or to even 
entertain a more balanced view. Through this professor¬ 
ship, students are offered at least one touchstone course 
that provides a reasoned defense of the contributions to 
human flourishing broughtforth byfree enterprise. 

Each semester Professor Hobbs taught ECP 3009 - The 
Moral Foundations of Capitalism. This course explores 
capitalism as a demonstrably positive form of economic 
organization. It covers the philosophical and historical 
foundations of capitalism; the linkages and tensions be¬ 
tween political power, economic power, and individualism; and 
has a special emphasis on both moral and utilitarian defenses 
of capitalism. Readings also include popular critics of capitalism 
including Karl Marx, Frederic Engels, George Bataille, and G.A. 
Cohen. The course employs the Socratic Method and requires 
over 2,400 pages of reading. It is the one truly seminar-style 
course in the economics curriculum. 

ECP 3009 - The Moral Foundations of Capitalism currently 
serves as the capstone course for economics majors, although it 
is open to all enrolled and interested stu¬ 
dents at FGCU and community members 
(a number have taken it) We encourage 
all students to explore these ideas regard¬ 
less of major or their current ideology. 

The course is content-based. Students are 
not judged on ideological conformity or 
compliance but on cogent argumentation, 
participation in class discussions, writing 
skills, and their mastery of course content 
The decision to embrace or reject these 
ideas is their's and their's alone.

Kors. Professor Kors' topic was The Victims of Communism: Why We Forget 

Kor's is the Henry Charles Lea Professor of History at the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania, where he specializes in European intellectual history of the sev¬ 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries. He is the author of several books and 
numerous articles on French intellectual history, and his most recent work 
will be published by the Cambridge University Press in 2015. He was editor 
in-chief of the Oxford Encyclopedia of the Enlightenment. He has taught 
seminars for the Folger Institute, the Ecole Pratique des Hautes Etudes in 
Paris, the Institute of Humane Studies, the Intercollegiate Studies Institute, 
and the Lehrman Institute. In addition, he has directed seminars on liberty 
and limited government in Continuing Legal Education programs for state 
and federal judges. He has spoken on academic freedom and American 
liberty at scores of universities, and at organizations such as the Cato In¬ 
stitute, the Reason Foundation, the Philadelphia Society, the Leadership 
Institute, the Heritage Foundation, the American Enterprise Institute, and 
the Mount Pelerin Society, of which he is a member. He co-authored The 
Shadow University: The Betrayal of Liberty on American Campuses, and he 
co-founded and for sixyears was president and chairman of the Foundation 
for Individual Rights in Education (FIRE). He served for six years on the Na¬ 
tional Council for the Humanities of the N EH. He has received many awards 
for distinguished college teaching and for the defense of academic freedom. He received scholarly fellowships from 
the American Council of Learned Societies, the Shelby Cullom Davis Center for Historical Studies at Princeton Univer¬ 
sity, and the Smith-Richardson Foundation. In 2005, he received the National Humanities Medal at the White House. In 
2008, he was awarded the Bradley Prize.

Dr. Carrie Kerekes attended the annual meetings of the Southern Economic Association (SEA) in Tampa, Florida 
in Dr. Carrie Kerekes attended the annual meetings of the Southern Economic Association (SEA) and the annual 
dinner of the Society for the Development of Austrian Economics (SDAE) in Atlanta, Georgia in November 2014. 
Dr. Kerekes also attended the annual meetings of the Association of Private Enterprise Education (APEE) in Can- 
cun, Mexico in April 2015. She presented, "Hands Off Your Property! Consequences of Civil Forfeiture Laws" (with 
Dr. Gizelle Perretti, FGCU). Dr. Kerekes currently serves on the Executive Committee of the Association of Private 
Enterprise Education. 

In addition to academic conferences. Dr. Kerekes participated in other seminars and workshops. She was a pan¬ 
elist at the 2015 Annual Retreat for the Institute for Humane Studies (IHS) in Scottsdale, Arizona. Dr. Kerekes was 
a presenter at the 2015 Squaw Valley Conference (sponsored by the Gruter Institute for Law and Behavioral Re¬ 
search) in OlympicValley, California. She participated in a Liberty Fund Conference entitled, "Moral Philosophy in 
Smith, Hume, and Austen" in Hermosa Beach, California. Dr. Kerekes attended the CATO Policy Perspectives 2015 
Seminar and Luncheon in Naples, Florida. Dr. Kerekes also attended workshops focused on teaching, including 
the "Business Digital Development Summit" (sponsored by Pearson) in Houston, Texas. 

Dr. Kerekes and Dr. Dean Stansel completed a Mercatus Working Paper entitled, "Takings and Tax Revenue: Fis¬ 
cal Impacts of Eminent Domain". This paper is forthcoming in the Review of Law and Economics. Based on this 
research, Drs. Kerekes and Stansel wrote op-eds for The Heartland Institute ("Eminent Domain for Private Uses 
Lacks Economic Benefits") and Real Clear Policy ("Does Eminent Domain Even Raise Revenue?"). Additional op- 
eds appeared in the Daily Caller, Providence Journal, Detroit News, The Oklahoman, and other media outlets. 

Dr. Kerekes is highly engaged in service activities at the college and university levels, as well as the broader South¬ 
west Florida community. Dr. Kerekes continues to serve as a Board Member of the Freedom and Virtue Institute, 
a nonprofit organization in Southwest Florida that promotes the ideals of individual liberty. Dr. Kerekes also vol¬ 
unteers for Junior Achievement 


Professor Dean Stansel 

Professor Stansel was on sabbatical during the Fall 2014 semester, during which he presented his talk on "Eco¬ 
nomic Freedom: What It Is and Why It Matters" at six locations: Duquesne University in Pittsburgh, the Cleveland 
chapter of the Bastiat Society, a Mackinac Center for Public Policy Issues and Ideas Forum in Detroit, University of 
Louisville Economics Club, St Bonaventure University in Clean, NY, and University of Central Arkansas. He also 
presented a talk on his paper, "An Economic Freedom Index for U.S. Metropolitan Areas," as a guest lecture in 
a Capitalism and Economic Freedom class at the University of Louisville. And, while serving as the first Visiting 
Scholar at West Virginia University's new Center for Free Enterprise, Stansel presented "Interjurisdictional Com¬ 
petition and Local Economic Growth: A Spatial Econometric Analysis." In addition, he presented that same paper, 
as well as "An Economic Freedom Index for U.S. Metropolitan Areas: An Updated and Expanded Edition," at the 
Southern Economic Association annual conference. Finally, at the annual meetings of the Association of Private 
Enterprise Education, Stansel presented "State and Local Economic Freedom: A Review and Analysis of the Litera¬ 
ture" and served as a panelist on "Freedom and Flourishing: An Interdisciplinary Discussion." 

We are most proud of his developing work as the lead author of the annual Economic Freedom of North America 
report In 2014, for the second year, Stansel worked with Fred McMahon at the Fraser Institute in Vancouver to 
publish the year's measures. He also had two papers accepted for publication in academic journals ("Economic 
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FACULTY COLLEAGUE AaiVITIES 


Freedom and Recidivism: Evidence from U.S. States/' with Josh Hall and new FGCU assistant professor Kaitlyn 
Harger, and "Takings and Tax Revenue: Fiscal Impacts of Eminent Domain" with current FGCU associate profes¬ 
sor Carrie Kerekes). In addition Stansel wrote two invited chapters for a forthcoming book on economic freedom, 
had two Mercatus Center Working Papers published, and published seven op-eds in a variety of publications. In 
addition, Stansel served as reviewer for ten academic journal articles and three other articles. 

He is developing work with local and national media also serving as a weekly guest on the Bob Harden Show 
(internet radio) in Naples, FL, and the Devine's Intervention Show in Fort Dodge Iowa, as well as a monthly guest 
on the Joe Whitehead Show on WGUF 98.9-FM in Naples, FL on Saturday mornings, and a regular guest on the 
Ed Dean Radio show, airing 6-8 am on WAXE 107.9FM/1370AM in Vero Beach, FL and on iHeart Radio. Stansel 
conducted numerous print media interviews and his research was profiled in the (Florida) Business Observer and 
State Tax Notes. 

Dr. Stansel has accepted a position as a Research Associate Professor at Southern Methodist University's O'Neil 
Center for Global Markets and Freedom in the Cox School of Business. He will remain at FGCU one more semes¬ 
ter and start at SMU in January 2016. 


Professor Nikolai G. Wenzel 

Dr. Nikolai G. Wenzel completed his fourth and final year as visiting assistant professor of economics. He is now 
moving to Flagler College, where he will be associate professor of economics. While at FGCU, Dr. Wenzel taught 
principles of economics classes, upper-level classes on money and capital markets, an student book club on 
Ludwig von Mises' Human Action, and a summer seminar on constitutional political economy. He also taught Dr. 
Hobbs's seminar on the moral foundations of capitalism, during the latter's sabbatical. 

While at FGCU Dr. Wenzel published 12 journal articles and wrote a book which is under contract from Stanford 
University Press. This academic year. Dr. Wenzel made the final revisions to his book on libertarianism versus 
conservatism. He also had a co-authored paper on the relationship between Austrian epistemology and experi¬ 
mental economics accepted by the Review of Austrian Economics; his paper on the European Monetary Union, 
co-authored with a visiting faculty member at FGCU, was accepted by New Perspectives on Political Economy; 
and his paper on the Italian constitutional founding and the quashing of federalism was accepted by Historia 
Constitucional. He currently has four papers under review, and he is working on another half-dozen papers on 
constitutional political economy, law & economics, and the history of economic thought. 

Over the past academic year. Dr. Wenzel presented papers and chaired conference sessions at the European 
Association of Law & Economics, the Society for the Development of Austrian Economics and the Association 
of Private Enterprise Education. Nationally and internationally, he participated in four Liberty Fund colloquia, 
including one as discussion leader, in Guatemala; he attended the 2014 BB&T Conference for the Study of Capi¬ 
talism; he presented on the Euro crisis at the University of Macerata (Italy), and on the US financial crisis for the 
Columbia (SC) Economics club; and he debated Sherif Girgis on same-sex marriage for the Federalist Society of 
Florida State University. In service to the local community. Dr. Wenzel led discussion groups for the Eleutheria 
Instituteand the Ayn Rand Society for Individual Rights; he also participated in a roundtable for the Foundation for 
Economic Education, and was the keynote speaker for the Fund for Americans Studies Leadership Conference. 

Dr. Wenzel is a member of the Mont Pelerin Society and the Board of Scholars of the Foundation for Economic 
Education; he recently finished a four-year term on the Executive Committee of the Association of Private En¬ 
terprise Education, and received the Association's Kent-Aronoff Award for Outstanding Service, in honor of his 
organization of an undergraduate research competition, now in its fifth year, with a record-breaking 52 posters. 
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CLOSING 


The Department of Economics and Finance has worked to build a program that is meaningful in terms of 
a true university education. Our program strives to be rigorous, strong, and rewarding for students, faculty, 
and the broader community. Our programs and curriculum are designed to develop the intellectual lives 
of students and their future participation intheir broaderwork, social, political, and economic communities. 

We look forward to a bright future. FGCU opened in 1997 with 2,300 students; last year we served ap¬ 
proximately 14,000 students and we are expecting about 14,500 students this coming fall, The BB&T Dis¬ 
tinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise provides a sound platform for reaching our students and our 
community. The economics major was formally established in 2007 and we have grown from 1 major to 
32 majors in 2014: we also have 72 "pre-majors" in their freshman and sophomore years. In short, we are 
greatly exceeding expectations with respect to growth. 

More importantly, we are exceeding expectations with respect to quality. Good economics majors are ex¬ 
pected to develop solid writing, reading, speaking, group, and analytical skills - the entire package is our 
goal. Rigorous majors with high expectations like economics struggle to build a student following gener¬ 
ally, but in a young university like FGCU with a plethora of less academically-challenging majors, it can be 
especially difficult. In addition, it is a resource issue because we operate on a state funding model calculated 
using the raw numberof students (i.e., academic rigor is notthegoal of many college students.) Regardless 
of the institution's constraints and values we have a deep and often overriding obligations to our respon¬ 
sibilities as university professors and professional economists. Our goal is not to be the largest major - it is 
to be the best. 

OurETS exit testing assessment shows that our students are performing at the very top of their peers within 
the Lutgert College of Business. Far more importantly, it also shows that our students are performing at the 
very top among their national peers. This is affirmed by an increasing number of FGCU students who are 
matriculating into graduate schools. 

In the world of work, our students are also clearly winning. Our majors are finding jobs when the national 
market provides economics and finance majors with high wage premiums - over 60% - when compared to 
high school graduates. This is at the very top of the bachelor's degree wage-premium scale (slightly below 
the wage premiums for majoring in engineering and computer science majors.) 

Finally, as noted by Joseph Schumpeter, Ludwig von Mises, F.A, Hayek and Ayn Rand (among others) capi¬ 
talism and individualism is constantly denigrated and attacked by the same statist academics who venerate 
progressivism, socialism, and communism. There exists a robust body of ideas and knowledge that serve 
as a counter-pointto academe's collectivist conventional wisdom and its persistent and vigorous attacks on 
both free markets and individualism, We hope that our students emerge with a better knowledge of "Smith- 
Hayekian" economics and an understanding of the significant triumphs that market capitalism has made in 
the alleviation of over human suffering. For us to succeed we must involve our students in exploring how 
America can maintain individual freedom with responsibility and individual liberty without license. Here we 
take the reality of human flourishing through capitalism seriously.

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Introduction 


This report highlights the contributions of the Distinguished Professorship 

of Free Enterprise. The primary mission of this Professorship is one of advocacy: 

To encourage the study of the contributions that free enterprise and indi¬ 
vidual freedom and responsibility provide for human flourishing through 
teaching, research, and service involving students, the university, and the 
broader community, 

A primary duty of this position is to regularly teach a course titled The Moral Foun¬ 
dations of Capitalism. Students are introduced to a wide range of readings on the 
origins of capitalism and are pushed to deepen their understanding of the role 
that commerce plays in humankind. The course involves readings by John Locke, 
Adam Smith, Frederic Bastiat, Ludwig von Mises, FA, Hayek, Milton Friedman 
and Thomas Sowell, among others. In addition, all students read Atlas Shrugged 
by Ayn Rand. 

The BB&T Distinguished Professorship of Free Enterprise has been held since its 
inception by Professor Bradley K, Hobbs, Ph.D. All major activities associated with 
the professorship for the 2009-2010 academic year is addressed below 

Due to the staged cash flows associated with the BB&T gift, all monies for opera¬ 
tions have been obtained through grants written and administered by Professor 
Hobbs. The Charles G. Koch Charitable Foundation has provided operational seed 
funding in the first two years of activity and the local BB&T Charitable Foundation 
sponsors our premier annual event - The BB&T Free Enterprise Lecture Series.

Student Engagement 

Involving students in the academic life of the univer¬ 
sity is of foundational importance. While many colleges 
and universities provide ample space in the curricu¬ 
lum for attacks on capitalism, few specifically provide 
courses which ask students to take a more balanced 
view. Through this professorship students are offered at 
least one course that provides a logical defense of the 
mores, ideals, and successes of capitalism. 

Professor Hobbs taught The Moral Foundations of Capi¬ 
talism to eighteen enrolled students in the fall of 2009. 
This course is currently the “in-major” capstone course 
for economics majors though is open to all enrolled and 
interested students at FGCU. 

Professor Hobbs also taught a directed individual study 
course covering the major works of Adam Smith: The 
Theory of Morals Sentiments and An Inquiry into the 
Nature and Causes of the Wealth of Nations . The course 
was offered in both the fall of 2009 and the summer of 
2010. The course is designed for highly-motivated stu¬ 
dents who want to explore the nuanced views of Smith 
on commercial activity. 







Eagles for Liberty

With the encouragement of our faculty, FGCU students started 
a local chapter of Students For Liberty (SFL) which they named 
Eagles For Liberty {E4L). Founding President of the Eagles for 
Liberty, Edison Lima took an internship at Atlas Economic Re¬ 
search Foundation in January of 2010 to work with the Brazilian 
free market think-tank: Ordem Livre. As part of the internship, 
Edson attended the CATO University sponsored in Washington 
D.C by the CATO Institute. He was also recently accepted into 
the Koch Internship Program for this summer (where he will 
continue his work with Ordem Livre) and the graduate school

The members of the Department of Economics and Finance have worked 
to build a program that is rigorous, strong, fulfilling and rewarding for 
the intellectual lives of students and the broader community. We are look¬ 
ing forward to the future. FGCU opened in 1997 with 2,300 students; last 
year we served approximately 11,500 students; and we are expecting about 
12,500 students this coming fall. 

The new economics major was rolled out in 2009-2010 and we are already 
exceeding expectations with respect to growth. The BB&T Distinguished 
Professorship of Free Enterprise provides a solid platform from which to 
reach not only students but also the broader southwest Florida commu¬ 
nity. The professorship will also play a significant role in the development 
of the major: all economics majors take The Moral Foundations of Capital¬ 
ism as their capstone course. We hope that all majors emerge with a better 
knowledge of “Smith-Hayekian” economics and an appreciation for the 
fruits of market capitalism. 

Our short and medium-term goals are to send students on to graduate 
schools in business, economics and law, to increase their participation in 
internships and external educational opportunities (such as summer pro¬ 
grams and seminars), and to get out first student into the Koch Associates 
Program in the coming years. For us to succeed we must involve our stu¬ 
dents in the national movement to maintain freedom with responsibility 
and liberty without license.
